The 
Examiner also included new rejections of claims 3, 5-6, 13, 18-19, 27, 33-34, 37, 48-49, 63-64, 
67, and 74. The Examiner noted that Appellants must either elect to reopen prosecution or to 
maintain the present appeal. 

Appellants elect to maintain the present appeal. Furthermore, Appellants note that claims 
3, 5-6, 13, 18-19, 27, 33-34, 37, 48-49, 63-64, 67, and 74 depend from previously rejected 
independent claims. Accordingly, Appellants respectfully submit that claims 3, 5-6, 13, 18-19, 
27, 33-34, 37, 48-49, 63-64, 67, and 74 are allowable over the prior art of record for at least the 
reasons set forth in the Appeal Brief filed in this matter. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that the Examiner erred in rejecting 
the claims pending in the present application. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that 
the Board overrule the Examiner's decision and issue instructions that all pending claims be 
allowed.
